Whenever there are pets in the 
family, summer holidays can be a 
very distressing time for them if the 
family is going away from home. 


Dogs and cats or small animals like 
gerbils or guinea-pigs may be able to 
travel with you if you are going 
somewhere which is also suitable for 
their comfort. But do make sure 
animals are comfortable when 
travelling and do not give dogs a 
large meal before setting off. 


Ideally, the animal can remain in 
its home environment with a ‘guar- 
dian’, someone it knows. Leave clear 
instructions about your pets require- 
ments and try to find @ ‘guardian’ 
who is prepared to spend some time 
with the pet each day, rather than 
just ‘look in’ on it. 


If you intend to leave your pet in a 
boarding home, remember to book 
early and do inspect the home your- 
self before leaving your animal there. 
AA list of registered, licensed homes 
should be available at municipal 
offices and public libraries. To make 
your pet as comfortable as possible in 
strange surroundings, list its diet and 
meal times and take along its own 
basket and food dishes. Also, leave 
an address and phone number where 
you may be reached in the event of 
an emergency. 


A most useful handbook ‘The 
Good Kennel and Cattery Guide’ by 
Monica Hart (Collins £3.95), is full of 
information including choosing 
boarding homes, leaving pets with 
friends and travelling with pets.
